TEAM NOTES AGAINST CHIVAS USA 

• Chivas USA has the edge in the all-time, regular-season series between the two 
clubs, with a 7-5-2 record ... the teams have met just once outside of regular-season 
action, playing to a 1-1 draw in the group stage of SuperLiga 2008 

• The Revs hold a 4-2-1 advantage in Foxborough against Chivas USA... New 
England has outscored Chivas USA, 13-9, in those seven matches 

• Wednesday’s match will be the only regular-season meeting between the two teams 
in 2012 ... it marks the first time since Chivas USA entered MLS in 2005 that the two 
teams will not play at least twice in the regular-season 

• Chivas USA captured the regular-season series in 2011, defeating the Revolution, 
3-0, at The Home Depot Center on April 30 before earning a 3-2 victory at Gillette 
Stadium on August 6 

• The Revs are winless (0-5-0) in their last five meetings with Chivas USA, dating 
back to September 13, 2009 ... prior to that stretch, the Revs were unbeaten (3-0-1) 
in four matches against the Goats from July 7, 2007 to July 19, 2009 

• The Revs have scored just two goals in their last five meetings against the Goats 
dating back to September 13, 2009 ... the Revs were shut out in four straight games 
from September 13, 2009 to April 30, 2011 before the Revs scored a pair of goals in 
the last meeting on August 6, 2011 

• 13 of the Revolution’s 15 goals against Chivas USA have been scored in the second 
half, including the last nine overall... conversely, Chivas USA has scored 11 of their 
19 goals against the Revs in the first half 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST CHIVAS USA 

• Diego Fagundez is the only current Revolution player who has scored a goal against 
Chivas USA... Fagundez made his MLS debut against Chivas USA on Aug. 6,2011, 
and became the youngest player to make an appearance for the club (16 yrs., 173 
days) ... he later scored his first-ever MLS goal in that match 

• Former Revolution captain Shalrie Joseph scored two goals and two assists in 11 
appearances against Chivas ... should Joseph appear in Wednesday’s match, it 
would be his first-ever appearance against his former team 

• Blair Gavin made 43 career appearances - including 31 starts- and scored three 
goals and recorded five assists for the Goats before joining the Revolution through 
the trade for Shalrie Joseph 

• Chris Tierney is the only other active player to be involved in a scoring situation 
against Chivas USA... Tierney earned an assist on a Kheli Dube goal in 2009 

• Matt Reis is 5-5-2 with a 1.17 goals against average in 12 career appearances 
against Chivas USA 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 0-1-0 in one appearance against the Goats, surrendering 
three goals in the loss at The Home Depot Center on April 30, 2011 

LAST MEETING 

Chivas USA 3 at New England 2 

August 6, 2011 - Gillette Stadium (Foxborough, Mass.) 

Diego Fagundez marked a memorable MLS debut with an 86th-minute goal, but the 
16-year-old’s efforts weren’t enough to prevent the Revolution from suffering a 3-2 loss to 
Chivas USA at Gillette Stadium. Fagundez - a Homegrown Player from Leominster - en¬ 
tered in the 66th minute and put his stamp on the game just two minutes later by drawing a 
penalty kick which Shalrie Joseph converted, cutting the Chivas USA lead to 2-1 following 
goals from Alejandro Moreno and Nick LaBrocca. Moreno later added a second in the 80th 
minute - the eventual game-winning goal - before Fagundez again pulled the Revolution 
within one goal with his first MLS tally in the 86th minute.

MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


A BUSY STRETCH IN FOXBOROUGH 

Beginning on Wednesday against Chivas USA, the Revolution will begin its third and final 
three-games-in-eight-days stretches this season ... after Wednesday’s match, the Revs will 
host Philadelphia on Saturday, Sept. 1, and Columbus next Wednesday, Sept. 5 ... this is the 
first three-in-eight stretch of the season in which all three games will be played in Foxborough 
... following the three-game home stand, the Revs will have two remaining home games in 
2012: Sept. 22 against New York and Oct. 20 against Chicago. 

BENNY FEILHABER BOBBLEHEAD NIGHT ON SATURDAY 

Last season, the Revs brought Benny Feilhaber to New England via the allocation process 
and on Saturday, fans can bring home a small version of Feilhaber from the Philadelphia 
match ... fans can pick up their commemorative Feilhaber bobblehead, while supplies last, 
when the gates open at 6:30 p.m. 

“KIDS NIGHT OUT” ON WEDNESDAY 

Almost 4,000 tickets to the Revolution's match against Chivas USA on Wednesday have 
been distributed to a total of 27 organizations supporting at-risk and disadvantaged children 
in conjunction with the Revolution's annual “Kids Night Out" program at Gillette Stadium ... in 
the six seasons since the program launched in 2007, the New England Revolution Charitable 
Foundation has distributed almost 25,000 tickets to the region's underserved children, thanks 
to the generosity of the team’s corporate and individual partners who helped make the tickets 
available. 

TOJA TAKEN BY REVS 

On Monday, the Revs acquired two-time MLS All-Star midfielder Juan Toja through MLS’s 
Allocation Process ... the Colombian will be officially added to the Revolution’s roster upon the 
receipt of his International Transfer Certificate and his U.S. P-1 Visa ... once he is added to 
the roster, he will count as an international player... Toja, 27, who spent the 2007 season and 
the first half of the 2008 season playing with FC Dallas, signed with MLS on August 23, and 
as a former league player who was sold to a foreign club, was available to teams through the 
Allocation Process ... the Revolution was ranked first in the current order, which is based on 
recent performance ... with Dallas, Toja made 43 regular-season appearances between 2007 
and 2008, scoring eight goals and adding three assists before being sold to Romania’s Steaua 
Bucuresti... he last played with Greece’s Aris Thessaloniki, and has both UEFA Champions 
League and UEFA Europa League experience. 

JOSEPH’S RETURN TO NEW ENGLAND 

When Shalrie Joseph enters Gillette Stadium on Wednesday with Chivas USA, it will be the 
first time in his career that his game jersey hangs in the visiting locker room ... Joseph, who 
was traded to the Goats on August 1, is the Revs’ all-time leader in appearances (261), starts 
(254), minutes played (22,867), penalty kick goals (12) and fouls suffered (421)... he ranks 
second in shots (321), shots on goal (130) and game-winning assists (13), third in assists (34) 
and fourth in goals (37). 

REVS LOOK TO SNAP SPELL AGAINST GOATS 

Although they will only play once in the regular season this year, the Revs have a chance on 
Wednesday to snap a recent slump against Chivas USA... the Revs are winless (0-5-0) in 
their last five meetings with Chivas USA, dating back to September 13, 2009 ... prior to that 
stretch, the Revs were unbeaten (3-0-1) in four matches against the Goats from July 7, 2007 
to July 19, 2009. 

HOME RESURGENCE NEEDED 

The Revs begin a stretch of three home games in eight days on Wednesday, looking for a 
return of “Fortress Foxborough” from first nine games of the year... the Revs opened the 
season 5-1-3 at Gillette Stadium and scored 16 goals (1.78 goals per game)... however, the 
team is now winless (0-3-0) in its last three home matches dating back to the 1-0 loss against 
Toronto on July 14, and have not scored a goal in that stretch. 

...AND IT STARTS WITH HOME SCORING 

Wednesday's game also provides an opportunity to snap the team’s recent home scoring 
drought... the team has not scored a goal in any of its last three home games - July 14 
against Toronto (1-0 loss), August 4 against Kansas City (1-0 loss) and August 12 against 
Montreal (1-0 loss)... in the first nine home games of the season, the Revs scored 16 goals 
(1.78 goals per game) and were held scoreless just once - a 0-0 draw against Columbus on 
June 16 ...the team’s three-game home scoreless streak is the first in club history. 

WINLESS STREAK CONTINUES 

Saturday's 4-3 loss at Columbus extended the team’s winless streak to eight games (0-7-1), a 
streak that began on July 14 ... the longest winless streak in club history is nine games, which 
occurred twice: May 1 through July 13,1999 when the team went 0-9; and May 21 through 
July 17, 2011, when the team went 0-6-3. 


END OF SCORING SLUMP? 

After going scoreless in the first two games of August, the Revs have rebounded the last two 
matches with a total of four goals ... Fernando Cardenas’ goal at Chicago on August 18 broke 
the team’s then 269-minute scoreless streak (July 29 at Philadelphia into August 18 at Chi¬ 
cago), which currently sits as MLS’ sixth-longest scoreless stretch this season ... on Saturday 
at Columbus, the Revs responded with three goals, pushing the team’s two-game total to four 
goals (2.00 goals per game). 

SATURDAY’S SCORING IN WINLESS-STREAK CONTEXT 

Entering last Saturday’s game in Columbus, the Revs had scored just three goals in their 
last seven games and were shut out four times ... despite the loss, the Revs recorded their 
first three-goal game since May 12 against Vancouver (a 4-1 win at home)... it was also the 
team’s first multiple-goal game since the team's last win - the 2-0 victory against New York on 
July 8, and the team’s 10th multiple-goal game overall this season. 

REVS OPEN FIRE 

The Revs took just seven shots in the 2-1 loss at Chicago on August 18, but had no trouble 
letting the shots fly on Saturday in Columbus ... the team's 18 shots were the team’s highest 
game total since also recording 18 shots against Toronto in a 1-0 loss at home on July 14 ... 
Columbus managed to record 20 shots, however, and for the second consecutive game, the 
Revs were out-shot by their oppponent in the loss. 

GUY GETS HIS FIRST OF 2012 

Ryan Guy scored his first goal of the 2012 season on Saturday at Columbus when he struck 
for the team's first goal in the 17th minute ... the goal was Guy’s first since his two-goal effort 
at Chicago on September 25, 2011 ... Guy has three goals in 26 career appearances since 
joining the Revs in June 2011. 

THAT GUY GETS AROUND 

In 15 appearances this season, including 13 starts, Ryan Guy has become the team’s go-to 
utility player, having seen time at right wing (four starts), forward (four starts) central midfield 
(five starts), left midfield and right back... in 2011, his first season with the Revs, Guy made 
six starts and played left and right midfield with one brief late-game spell at right back. 

RYAN WANTS THE GUYS TO SCRATCH AND CLAW FOR POINTS AT HOME 

Ryan Guy contributed goal on Saturday at Columbus and after the game added some positiv¬ 
ity during the eight-game winless streak... said Guy, “It's a rut that we need to get out of. As a 
squad we need to concentrate on the positives”... continued Guy on the upcoming stretch of 
home games, “We’ve got to just bang them out and do what we can and get some points. At 
this point, we're scratching for our lives but we’re looking forward to it." 

NGUYEN BURIES RARE PK CHANCE 

Lee Nguyen scored his fifth goal of the season when he converted his 81 st-minute penalty 
kick on Saturday at Columbus ... with Nguyen's goal, the Revs are now 2-for-2 in penalty 
kick conversions this season ... Saer Sene converted the team's only other attempt against 
Houston at home on May 19 ... the Revs’ two penalty kick attempts are tied for 12th in MLS 
with three other teams ... the Revs’ two penalty kicks converted are tied for ninth in MLS with 
four other teams. 

NGUYEN GETS BACK ON SCORE SHEET 

Lee Nguyen scored his fifth goal of the season on Saturday night when he converted the 
team’s second half penalty-kick attempt... he is now ranked second on the team in goals, 
behind leader Saer Sene (9)... with his goal, Nguyen snapped a five-game scoreless streak 
... his last goal came at Montreal on July 18. 

LEE GIVES REVS CHANCE TO WIN 

Lee Nguyen is the only Revs player that has appeared in every game this season ... in 25 
appearances - including 22 starts - Nguyen has contributed five goals and two assists and 
ranks second on the team in scoring behind Saer Sene ... Nguyen came off the bench in the 
62nd minute on Saturday and later buried an 81st-minute penalty kick attempt... the 25-year 
old bounced back from a left ankle sprain (that took him out of the Aug. 18 game at Chicago at 
halftime) to score his first goal since July 18 at Montreal. 

BENNY AND JERRY - A SWEET COMBO 

Benny Feilhaber assisted Jerry Bengtson’s goal on Saturday to give the Revs and early 2-0 
lead at Columbus ... it was Feilhaber’s second assist of the season and his first since June 
2 in a 2-0 win at home against Chicago ... Feilhaber went 11 games between assists, the 
longest such stretch between assists in his MLS career... for Bengtson, the goal was his first 
goal since he scored in his MLS debut on July 8 in a 2-0 win over New York at Gillette Stadium 
-a span of four games in which he was available and/or played ... he missed four games (July 
18 at Montreal through August 4 vs. Kansas City) while with Honduras at the 2012 Olympics. 





NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION VS. CHIVAS USA 


TIERNEY NEXT IN LINE FOR 100TH APPEARANCE THIS WEEK 

While Kevin Alston made his 100th appearance the last time the Revs played at Philadelphia 
on July 29, his backline teammate - Chris Tierney - is the team's next player in line to hit the 
century mark in appearances ... Tierney enters the week with 98 appearances - including 92 
starts - and if he remains healthy and in the lineup, would reach his 100th appearance when 
the Revs host the Union on Saturday. 

AFTER WEDNESDAY, EASTERN CONFERENCE FOES TO FINISH SEASON 

Wednesday’s match against Chivas USA marks the Revs’ final match against a Western 
Conference opponent of the season ... on the season, the Revs are 4-3-1 against the West, 
including a 3-0-1 mark at home ... beginning Saturday against Philadelphia, the team will play 
their final eight matches against the East, against whom the Revs are 2-11-4 this season. 

ALSTON MOVING UP THE CHARTS FOR STARTS 

Kevin Alston made his 103nd career start on Saturday at Columbus and could climb up the 
club charts again this weekend ... Alston’s 103 starts are tied for ninth with Jeff Larentowitcz 
(103) on the club’s all-time list... should he make a start his week, he would move into sole- 
possesion of ninth place, 12 starts behind Michael Parkhurst (115) who sits eighth on the list. 

TIMMY READY TO STEP IN WHEN NEEDED 

Goalkeeper Tim Murray has been Matt Reis’ primary backup for five straight games while 
Bobby Shuttleworth recovers from a left knee injury... Murray, a native of Haverhill, Mass., 
made his first reserve team action of the season with a start against the Montreal reserves on 
August 13 ... the 25-year old has yet to make his MLS debut, but has been a part of the Revs’ 
trio of goalkeepers since 2010. 

A HANDFUL OF ONE-GOAL GAMES 

Saturday's 4-3 loss to Columbus marked the Revs' fifth straight defeat, all coming by one goal 
... more than half of the Revolution's 25 matches this season have been one-goal losses ... 
the Revs have played 15 one-goal games so far, going 2-13-0 in those games ... since defeat¬ 
ing Colorado, 2-1, on May 2, the team has lost its last 10 one-goal games. 

HEAPS WANTS A TEAM FULL OF LEADERS 

Matt Reis and Clyde Simms have split match captain duties in the games since the departure 
of club captain Shalrie Joseph via trade to Chivas USA... Jay Heaps has stated he will name 
captains on a game-by-game basis as he told the Boston Globe, “Just the fact Shalrie was 
captain for so long, naming a captain is too far away right now"... continued Heaps, “We'll 
name captains for the game, but for now I want everyone to be leaders in there, from young 
players to the senior players. Everyone has to be accountable and step forward where he led.” 

THESE THREE RACK UP THE MINUTES 

Of the 27 Revs players who've appeared in a game this season, only three players have 
played at least 90 percent of the minutes ... A.J. Soares and Chris Tierney have made 24 
starts, with Soares missing the August 4 match with an injury and Tierney sitting out the 
season opener while serving a one-game suspension ... Matt Reis has played every minute of 
the 23 matches he’s started this year... after Reis, the next closest Revolution player is Lee 
Nguyen (1936-of-2250 minutes, 86.0 percent), who is the only New England player who has 
appeared in every game this year.

LEFT SIDE IS LOCKED DOWN 

While several players have played multiple positions so far this season, two positions - left 
midfield and left back - have been (for the most part) locked down by Lee Nguyen and Chris 
Tierney respectively ... since the second game of the season and in all but four contests 
since (May 5 vs. COL, July 21 at SKC, July 29 at PHI and Aug. 25 at CLB) those two players 
have played in line down the left side ... in total, Nguyen and Tierney have started 22 games 
together. 

PLAYING OFF OF EACH OTHER 

Chris Tierney has seen a lot of Lee Nguyen in front of him this season as the duo has started 
22 games with each other... in fact, he’s started to let the world know what he thinks of 
Nguyen ... following the June 2 match against Colorado, Tierney tweeted the following of his 
left-side partner: “played with a lot of wingers over my time in NE but I must say @LeeN- 
guyen24 can do things that none of the others can. lets keep rollin kid" - @christierney8 ... 
following the July 8 match against New York - in which Tierney assisted Nguyen for the game- 
winner - he said the following in his postgame comments, “I love playing with Lee ... He's as 
technical as you get in this league. He’s been awesome for us all year and I think we have a 
good understanding of when one goes, one covers."

Feilhaber, Reis, 
Soares, Tierney and Twellman step off the field and get behind the bar at GEM (42 Province 
St., Boston, Mass., 02108) where they will mix and serve drinks as celebrity bartenders while 
raising money for Twellman’s charity “Think Taylor" beginning at 6 p.m.... for more information 
visit revolutionsoccer.net or thinktaylor.org.

JAY HEAPS FACTS & FIGURES 

Jay Heaps, 36 is the sixth head coach in club history, and is also the second-youngest active 
coach in MLS (behind D.C. United’s Ben Olsen)... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in 
MLS, first with the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in 
the MLS College Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season - through 
June 2001 ... he was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he 
concluded his career before retiring following the 2009 season ...
